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PREFACE 



Recent studies have focused on the powerful Influences of out-of-school 
factors 9 especially the home environment. This research indicates that par- 
ents' attitudes and willingness to work with their children are central to the 
eventual succe&s the children experience at school. How parents interact with 
their children at home, in fact, was twice as predictive of academic learning 
as was the family's social or economic status. Typical parental behaviors that 
were effective included talking regularly about school and everyday events; 
establishing a schedule of study and work at home; reading to children and en- 
couraging leisure reading; monitoring of television viewing and peer activities; 
and expressing affection and interest in the child's academic and personal 
progress. 

Schools cannot an<? should not take on the sole responsibility for educat-- 
ing children. School systems that want to be effective must devote energy and 
resources to informing and educating parents and other3 in the community about 
how they can support and contribute to the efforts of our schools. 

This document presents a sampling of programs and other resources through 
which parents, with the help of the school and the community, are taking an 
active role at home in the education of their children. For the most part, 
these efforts have not been validated by State Department of Education person- 
nel. However, it is hoped that the descriptions will provide school personnel, 
parents, and community members with ideas that can lead to the development of 
home-school partnerships in their own schools. Only through c'>llaboration 
will we be able to provide the environment needed to ensure the full growth, 
development^ and academic ^nccess of our children^

Preemployment Skills Training, a program for disadvan- 
taged youth fourteen to twenty-one years of age, includes 
career planning, interpersonal skills development, and job 
search skills activities. Career and vocational assessment 
is provided to students to help them identify their inter- 
ests, abilities, and aptitudes. Individualized education 
and employment plans are developed. 

Parents are informed of the program and, for those 
students under eighteen years of age, provide written 
permission for student participation.
